Principle More Than Money. 
It is refreshing to read that a Phila- 


delphia machinery firm has refused to sell 
a tube cutter to the government. Th 
firm is allied with the Society of Friends 
and they do not believe in war and re- 
fuse to sell to any department of the goy- 
ernment anything that would help carry 
on the war.

The time should 
come when it will be recognized that it is 
wrong to buy, sell or trade in that which 
hurts the community. Perhaps preachers 
may be responsible to a degree for the low 
view taken of the spiritual and ethical 
possibilities in the business world. Every 
man who carries on his business by right- 
eous principles is a minister of God.

The professional purveyor of news has 
peculiar temptations. News must be new 
and the reading public whose pabulum 
is “news” grows more and more unrea-

sonable in demand. The newspaper must 
not be too quiet. If the news is lacking 
spice in itself it must get it out of some- 
thing else. The worst is that public hap- 
penings are often related in such a way 
as to be positively vicious. Baron Pierre 
de Coubertin, a Frenchman, brings this 
out plainly in the May Fortnightly Re- 
view. He says the press of Great Britain

Supreme Court has ren- 
dered a upholding the constitu- 
tionality of the inheritance 
tax incorporated in the war revenue act 
of 1898, taxes rest upon the in- 
heritance of personal property in excess 
of $10,000, and range from three-quarters 
of 1 per cent to two and one-quarter 
per cent where the property passes to 
direct heirs, and from 5 to 15 per cent 
where it passes to very remote relatives 
or strangers to the blood. The law was 
attacked on two points, that it was “di- 
rect” taxation, and that it was not uni- 
form, and hence not constitutional. The 
court, We think, rightly held that was no 
violation of the constitution. It is a hope- 
tul sign. The rich people of the nation 
have borne too little of the taxation. The 
poor man has paid practically as much to 
the national government as the rich. This 
is manifestly unjust. While it is not wise 
for any one to be too sure about what is 
right in taxation, the subject being one 
of the most difficult with which the po- 
litical economists have to deal, yet it 
Jooks as if an income tax were fair. The 
man who has an income is certainly de- 
riving benefits from the social system un- 
der which we live, and he is undoubted- 
ly able to pay taxes. A graduated in- 
come tax seems just because as a man 
zets more money it is plain that he has 
greater benefits and his power increases 
with his wealth. Men who have money 
also require more protection. At a strike 
in a certain city the governor had to de- 
tail fifty extra policemen to protect the 
company’s property and the United States 
government sent a detachment of the 
army to the Cour d’Alene mines to re- 
store order. At least that was the pre- 
sumption. Yet the rich syndicate pays 
but little to the government in the way 
of taxes. Should a workingman pay any 
taxes at all? Should not those who own 
the land and all the productive property 
in the country bear all the expenses?

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THE MYSTERY OF PAIN. 

Why have the great elegiacs so touche 
the human heart? Why do the tragedi 
of Shakespeare hold the best thought and 
the highest imagination of civilization?

the passion of the Savior on thecross, pain 
seems to hold an essential place in the 
development of Christian personality. “It 
became Him for whom are all things and 
by whom are all things * * * to make 
the Captain of their Salvation perfect 
through suffering.” 
The Purpose of Pain. 

What purpose can pain serve? We do 
not ask why did God permit pain? Possi- 
bly God could have made a universe filled 
with intelligent beings without experienc- 
ing pain Himself or having any suffering 
creatures. Without knowing how this 
would be possible we do not deny the 
possibility of such a world. We may not 
limit the power and wisdom of the infinite 
Father. We doubt, however, the possibil- 
ity of human or divine love without the 
reality of suffering. We may never know 
fully why God has permitted pain, but 
we may consider the purposes which pain 
serves. The fact of sin is no less real be- 
cause our theology can not determine the 
origin of sin, and the lessons of pain may 
be profitable even though the mystery of 
it baffles us. Some of the saddest expe- 
riences of life teach us most lasting les- 
sons. 


Pain is a Danger Signal. 
One of the antitheses of history is the 
fact that God’s chosen people—elected 
unto service—should have been compelled 


to learn through age long suffering that ' 


Jehovah is God. The experience of the 
three Hebrews in the flery furnace was 
the symbol of Israel’s experience. Je- 
hovah was with Israel in affliction, but 
pain was purposely sent to Israel again 
and again to warn Israel of sin. It was 
so in the days of Moses during the long 
wilderness sojourn. It was so in the 
days of the Judges. Under the monarchy 
and throughout the history of the divided 
kingdom God was evermore warning Is- 
rael through suffering. 

The sharp pain in your heart may be a 
warning of God through the ministry of 
nature, my reader. The pang of remorse 
and the goading of conscience may be 
a providential danger-signal. Were it not 
for physical pain men and women would 
their bodies—the temples of the 


abuse 
Spirit—far more than they do. Were

it not for the suffering of the Son of God 
men would forget the all-loving Father 
and plunge headlong into the depths of 
physical, intellectual and moral unright- 
eousness. 


Pain As Panishment. 

Undoubtedly there is much suffering 
which is vicarious. The pangs of mother- 
hood and the agonies of Christ upon the 
cruel cross are vicarious. The man who 
does not believe in the vicariousness of 
the sufferings of Christ is both unscrip- 
tural and unscientific. But the larger 
part of human suffering is punishment 
none the less painful because self-im- 
posed. When Christ died for the sin of 
the world He hung between two robbers 
who were suffering for their own sins. 
Perhaps at least two parts of human suff- 
ering is punishment direct or indirect for 
sin. Were the mystery of pain unveiled 
it would be just as real. May we not 
stumble over the mystery but learn les- 
sons from its reality? Pain warns us of 
danger, deepens our love and vicariously 
endured by our Savior redeems us from 
sin. 


CHRONICLER’S DESK. 

The preacher must not only acquire the 
habit of patient and persistent study be- 
fore he accepts a pastorate, he must be 2 
so long as he preaches. Many 
the ministry do not distinguish 
between reading and studying. Some 
mistake the college commencement for 
the finishing touches. How sad to see 
a preacher begin his great work inade- 
quately equipped and continue drifting. 
No settled habits of study; no definite 
lines of study pursued. The great majority 
of preachers presumably are students 
in the true sense. But occasionally there 
are men who try to impress their hearers 
with their vain show of much learning 
who do liitle systematic reading and less 
strenuous study.

\ Pathetic Picture. 
Let me briefly pen a sketch of the ex- 
perience of the lazy preacher: His ser- 


mons were poorly prepared on Lord’s 
day. Notwithstanding the fact that he 
pounded his Bible, gesticulated wildlv 


and vociferated loudly, he knew he made 
a failure. His best friends, who passed 
no unkind criticisms, knew he had failed. 
Even his sympathetic helpmate and soul- 
mate knew he had failed. Especially did 
the gentleman who came to church that 
morning through the invitation of a faith- 
ful elder know he had failed. Monday is 
so blue to the preacher it is almost black. 
Tuesday he determines to begin on his 
sermons for the following Lord's day, and 
spends the forenoon in skimming over 
published sermons and homiletic re- 
views for illustrative material until he 
is too weary to remember what he has 
read. He eats too heartily to study after 
dinner ard strolls around aimlessly or 
makes a nuniber of needless calls on the 
best members of the congregation. 
Wednesday morning is spent in writing 
letters, and Thursday is spent in reading 
old sermons on heaven to prepare for a 
funeral on Friday. This prevents study. 
Saturday a desperate effort is made and 
a half-digested discourse is linked to- 
gether, with stale illustrations, for the 
following Sunday morning; while Sun- 
day afternoon is set apart for the prep- 
aration of the hodge-podge for Sunday 
night. 


\ 
Near the Dead Line. 

This man will cross the dead line as 
his youthful vigor and foaming en- 
thusiasm begin to fail. But the “dead 
line” is not a necessity and will never be 
reached by the able-bodied preacher if he 
keeps up the student habit. What shall 
the preacher study? First and last, 
though not all the time, his Bible. The- 
preacher should study his Bible and 
Biblical subjects at least two hours every 
day in the week. By the word study I do 
not mean read. The studious preacher 
makes a ciear distinction between read- 
ing and studying. He should read his 
Greek New Testament a half hour every 
day, but beyond this he should study his 
English Bible systematically, book by 
book, »ver and over again and again. He 
should have a week night Bible class to 
teach what he learns, as “the teacher is 
doubly taught.” 

Extra Biblical 

The preacher as a student should sys- 
tematically pursue some extra Biblical 
study. Among the sciences the science of 
sociology is worthy of his consideration. 
He should never forget that the gespel, 
and not any science nor all the sciences 
combined, including Biblical science, is 
“the power of God unto salvation.” Cul- 
ture is not conversion. Sociology is not 
sanctification. It is the Cross of Christ 
that saves. It is the Spirit who sanctifies. 
But any science thoroughly wmas- 
tered will give the preacher additional 
strength in proclaiming the gospel of 
the Son of God. Whatever science or 
sciences are chosen it must be pursued 
systematically . It must be a source of 
developing mental strength, just as the 
regular exercise of the muscles develops 
physical strength. 


Study. 


Close the Novel Heart. 


I had a friend who determined to un- 


Open the 


derstand the issues of life who spent 
much time in reading Balzac’s novels. 
Now Balzac is a great writer. But the 


preacher as a student should study real 
men and women in his own congregation 
instead of fictitious men and women in 
France or Germany. Close the novel 
and open the heart. You can draw men, 
women and children to you best by giving 
yourseif unselfishly to them in Christ- 
like service. If you study the people with 
whom you come into daily contact so as 
to learn the needs of suffering people—in 
body, mind and spirit—you will have lit- 
tle time and need little time for novel 
reading. ‘the Chronicler does not ostra- 
cise the novel, but he very seldom reads 
one. The characters of the Bible are far 
more iuteresting and instructive than 
those of fiction, and until the preacher 
has thoroughly mastered them he should 
spend little time in “novel’’ character 
study. 
Poetry — Literature —- History. 

ine preacher as a student will be a pa- 
tient and persistent reader of poetry, of 
the best literature and of history in gen- 
eral. We cennot all obtain that inde- 
finable culture which travel gives, but we 
can commune with the best minds of ail 
ages through books. We may lay the 
best literature and the events of all ages 
tributary to our preaching by reading. 
The preacher who spends four or five 
hours each day in his study will find time 
for careful reading and prayerful devo- 
tion “alone with God.” He should guard 
against desultory reading. Most preach- 
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ers read,tuo much and study too little. 
The maa of few books is the man of 
might. It were far better to be the man 
of one book and tnat book the Bible than 
the man of too many books. The preach- 
er who patiently, persistently and pray- 
erfully pvrsues his life study need never 
cross ihe “dead line.” 


OUR PLACE TODAY. 

Great changes have come in the world 
of religious thought since the Campbells, 
Stone and Scott began their work of res- 
toration. Much that they contended for 
has been conceded. The people who sev- 
enty years ago began to call men away 
from dead dogmas to the living Christ 
have made themselves felt far and wide, 
until the New York Independent could 
say: “There is not a religious body in 
the United States, whether it would con- 
fess it or not, that has not been modified 
both in spirit and teaching by the influ- 
ence of Alexander Campbell.” 

Creeds have lost their hold and the Bi- 
ble is more the living word, more intelli- 
gently read and more rightly divided. The 
evils of sectarianism are deplored and 
Christian union is one of the favorite 
themes in great religious assemblies. The 
central truth of Christianity—Christ the 
great object of faith and obedience to 
Christ the bond of Christian fellowship— 
has become more and more the rallying 
cry of all Christians. Human names and 
party lines are becoming every day less 
potent, and Christ’s name is being ex- 
alted above every name. 


Our Work Still Imperative. 

Is there still a place for the people 
known as Christians only, or Disciples of 
Christ? Never in their history has their 
work been more imperatively needed. 
Creed authority has indeed been relaxed. 
One of the hoariest and most hurtful, 
though most reverenced, of them all is 
today receiving such knock-down blows 
from its friends that even its bitterest 
enemies are almost ready to cry: “Hold, 
enough!” One calls it “an incubus,” and 
says: “Better give it a dignified place 
in the museum. Nobody preaches it 
and nobody believes it. Men are staying 
out because it is there and men are going 
out because it is there.”” Another says: 
“Better one chapter of Paul than all Cal- 
vin’s Institutes. Lazarus is alive but 
hampered with old grave clothes. If you 
want a glorious church, free and unem- 
cumbered, take off the cerements of old 
ecclesiastical vocabulary. Loose her and 
let her go.” Still another declares: “I 
would rather shake my fist in the face of 
the Eternal, and fling every vile epithet 
toward the stainless throne where eternal 
mercy sits with the world’s atoning Sav- 
ior, than liff my hand with that creed 
toward God’s throne and affirm that I 
taught or believed it.” Yet another ex- 
claims: “I point you to Christ. You have 
worshipped dead creeds long enough. Get 
back to the Christ of the gospels!”

A Danger to Be Averted. 

But with the disintegration of creeds 
may there not come a peril that some will 
lose all faith? Is there not a much need- 
ed work to be done in calling men to that 
which is better and pointing out the di- 
vine creed that needs no revision? 

Again, sectarianism is giving way. With 
the decay of creeds comes the dissolution 
of parties. Denominational iines are not 
drawn as once. The spirit of unity is 
among believers, the softening of relig- 
ious asperities, the increasing recognition 
of all who love our Lord and live unto 
Him. Old names and old institutions that 
dominated in religious thought and prac- 
tice for centuries are no longer supreme. 
But with the breaking up of ecclesiasti- 
cism may there not come results to be 
deprecated? Are not men in danger of 
drifting into pseudo churches—liberalism, 
agnosticism, spiritualism, theosophy and 
christian science? Is there not gravest 
need in this land which affords such a 
tremendous “‘market for green intellectual 
fruit,” and green religious fruit as well, 
of calling men to the one body leading 
them to the one Lord, one faith and one 
baptism? 

The Old Question Still Important. 


In the next place there is a vast work 
yet to be done in contending for the 
Lord’s ordinances and the original law of 
pardon. Conversion is still with many 
enmeshed in metaphysics. The Acts of 
Apostles is not in all cases the evange- 
list’s manual in the work of enlightening 
the sinner as to the way of salvation. The 
divine and the human are often as much 
mixed as when the Salvation Army man 
wrote on the bill-board: “What must I 
do to be saved?” And the irreverent pat- 
ent medicine man came along and wrote 
beneath, “Take Carter’s Little Liver 
Pills!” And the Salvation Army man, 
shocked at the sacrilegious work of the 
patent medicine man, came again and 
wrote: “And prepare to meet thy God!” 
We are tired of the question “what would 
Jesus do?” It is not our question. “Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” was the 
cry on Pentecost. “Lord, what wouldst 
thou have me to do?” was the appeal of 
Saul of Tarsus to heaven. “Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved?” was the enquiry 
of the jailor of Philippi. 

So there is still a demand for that old 
sermon on the gospel—consisting of facts, 
commandments and promises. It is not 
yet time to pigeon-hole that well-worn 
message on baptism: its subject, action 
and design. We may not yet relegate to 
the owls and bats the high argument for 
Christian union upon Apostolic founda- 
tions. Despite all cries of liberality and 
charity and compromise, Christ’s author- 
ity must be absolute before these things 
become obsolete. 

How We Should Lead. 

Finally, in the illustration of the prim- 

itive life there is a great place for us. We 


above all people should be a consecrated 
people, an exemplary people, a mission- 
ary people, a benevolent people. We must 
help men by example. We must illustrate 
Christian union in ourselves. We must 
show forth a restored apostolic Christian- 
ity in our church life and in our individ- 
ual life. We must above all prove our 
right to a place in the ongoings of the 
Christian Church by leading the proces- 
sion if possible in the great work of evan- 
gelizing the world. I do not say the 
earth was primarily intended for the 
American and tife conversion of the world 
for the Disciples of Christ, but I do say 
that the world is for the Anglo-Saxon 
and the kingdoms of the world for the 
Christian.

‘THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL AND MIS- 


SIONS. 

Within the past few years earnest and 
systematic efforts have been made to en- 
list the children in the work of sending 
the gospel to all the ends of the earth. 
Until quite recently the Sunday schools 
were not expected to have any part in the 
great work of world wide evangelism. 
Now they are regarded as necessary and 
important factors in all great missionary 
undertakings. This is in harmony with 
the spirit and teaching of the New Testa- 
ment. When the famishing multitudes 
had nothing to eat and our Lord was not 
willing to send them home hungry lest 
they should faint by the way, Andrew 
said, “There is a lad here that has five 
barley loaves and two fishes, but what 
are these among so many?” Jesus took 
the loaves and gave thanks and distrib- 
uted to the people. They did all eat and 
were filled, and the fragments filled 
twelve baskets. The Master took the lad’s 
dinner and made it sufficient to feed five 
thousand men, besides the women and 
children. In like manner now, every lad 
who has it in his power to do so should 
help supply the needs of those who are 
starving for the bread of life. Very many 
of them are doing this. The Sunday 
schools give between one and two million 
dollars a year for missionary purposes. 
The Methodist Episcopal Society received 


last year from this source, $382,000; the 
Methodists of the South, $41,000; the 
Northern Presbyterians, $44,000; the 
Protestant Episcopal Society, $81,000; the 


Reformed Church in America, $10,000; the 
American Board, $11,000; the Foreign 
Christian Missionary Society received 
$39,000. This year it is asking for $50,000 
and confidently expects to get the same. 
The children have the money and will 
give it if they are asked. Let the facts 
be presented clearly and forcibly, and let 
an opportunity be given, and the children 
will contribute. Children's day can be 
made the greatest day in the year in the 
Sunday schools. It is the day in which 
the Sunday schools do most for the ad- 
vancement of Christ’s kingdom. On 
Christmas they receive gifts, on Easter 
many of them have special exercises, but 
on Children’s day they give their earn- 
ings to carry the gospel to those who have 
it not. No superintendent should permit 
the day to pass unobserved. If for any 
reason the exercise cannot be given, a 
liberal offering should be taken. There 
is not one school in a thousand that can- 
not observe the day. This will be a great 
thing for the children, it will increase 
their interest in the school, through them 
the parents can be reached, and the whole 
community can be impressed, 
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Let it be borne in mind that the For- 
eign Society is carrying on work in 
China, in India, in Japan, in Turkey, ia 
different parts of Europe, in Africa, in 
the West Indies, in the Hawaiian islands, 
and is preparing to open new stations. 
This means that each year the society 
will need a larger income in order to 
carry on effectively its work. The society 
regards the churches and the Sunday 
schools as the chief sources of supply. 


Last year the First Sunday school in 
Allegheny gave $637 on Children’s day. 
The Sunday school at Des Moines gave 
$550. The school in Washington, Pa., gave 
$340. Other schools did not give so much, 
but many of them made sacrifices quite 
as great as these; the schools are smaller 
and poorer. It is not the size of the 
offering that the Lord respects most, but 
the sacrifices back of it. 


On Children’s day special emphasis 
should be given to the One Dollar league 
Every child that gives or raises $1.00 be- 
longs to that league Last year 12,500 
either earned and gave $1.00 or raised ii. 
The members of the One Dollar league 
this year beautiful crystaloid 
silver jubilee button.

In Indiana 353 
schools contributed; they gave $4,077.39.

gave $1,206.90. In Ohio 357 schools gave 
$6,330.22. Ohio leads all the states in the 
amount given by the Sunday schools.

velopment such as has never been seen in 
all the ages of Christian history. En- 
lightened, true believers will accept this 
great fact as an act of God’s providence, 
in the fulfillment of what the Bible, es- 
pecially the New Testament in the teach- 
ing of Jesus, so grandly declares, that the 
kingdom of God shall be like a tree un- 
folding and expanding itself more and 
more, age after age. It belongs to our 
day to see the extraordinary bringing out 
of the inherent power of the church in 
its womanhood, its young people and its 
children, in their peculiar strength and 
action. 

And what a mighty force has thus been 
revealed for the inner and outer enlarge- 
ment of the kingdom of our Lord, at 
home and in the most distant parts of 
the earth! It is certainly the will of God 
that the church should see and under- 
stand this wonderful fact that is so evi- 
dently characterizing the present history 
of the church. 

That there is a great power lodged in 
the “children” of the church is now most 
evident. Within nineteen years $330,375 
have been contributed by them for the 
support of foreign missions alone. Who 
would have believed this possible twenty 
years ago? And yet there is the fact 
clearly before us. The A. M. C. society, in 
its entire history when it stood alone be- 
fore the church, without a rival, from its 
beginning in 1849 to 1874, shows no finan- 
cial record at all comparable to this. 
Here, then, is a fact that should teach 
us a lesson of the greatest moment as to 
the power that exists in the church, often 
dormant, undeveloped for generations, for 
ages. What great things the Womanhood 
of the church is doing, what the young 
people, for the development of the power 
and for the extension of the kingdom of 
God, lies today an open, a far-extended 
glorious fact before the world. For not 
only Christians, but the world also, are 
noting and wondering at the unfolding 
of the marvelous inherent power of “the 
church of the living God.” 

Ought we not, therefore, to hail with 
supreme joy this surprising development 
of the faith, the intelligence of the Child- 
hood of the church, its devotion to our 
Lord and His cause? And we cannot yet 
tell what mighty results may in the fu- 
ture come forth from this source alone. 
Let us, therefore, with full heart, encour- 
age the children to glorify God in the 
ardent interest they are manifesting in 
the evangelizing of the world. 

It is spirit-stirring to see these “little 
ones” of Christ looking to, seeking to un- 
derstand, stretching out their hands to 
save the dark world of heathenism. The 
soul in the church that is not profoundly 
stirred at the sight of this is dead! 

And what a lesson, what an example, 
this is and must be to the older ones ia 
the family of believers; what a grand 
confirmation of the many words of Jesus 
concerning the worth and power of chil- 
dren in His eyes! If we of mature years, 
in our greater strength, will but become 
like children in faith, in love of the Re- 
deemer, in glad liberality to the cause of 
Christ, what will the church be able to 
accomplish by and by—indeed, very soon? 
And what an argument of power this un- 
folding of the faith and joyful devotion of 
the Childhood of the church will be to 
the world! Yes, the little children shall 
lead the church and teach the world. 

And then what a lofty hope there is in 
all this to the church for coming years. 
If the generations of children are thus so 





thoroughly, so intelligently, so heartily 
and so practically won to the great cause 
of the world’s salvation by the preaching 
of the Gospel, what a glorious prospect 
will then be assured to the church for 
the universal evangelization of all the 
earth! To gain the minds and hearts of 
the children of the church is to gain in 
the most effectual way the power of the 
church of the future. 

And it so easy to win the hearts of the 
children to the cause of Christ, while it 
is hard to overcome the inveterate ig- 
norance, prejudices and selfishness of the 
old. “It is hard for a man to be born 
again when he is old.” 

What has already been brought to pass 
among us during the past nineteen years 
in rallying our children to the standard 
of world-wide missions is a testimony to 
the truth of what we have said.

CHILDREN’S DAY. 

In all the calendar there is not a day of 
more general usefulness than Children’s 
Day. It serves many good purposes. It is 
an “all-around” day. Every church ought 
to observe it and every pastor ought to 
welcome it for many reasons, some selfish 
enough, some generous. 

In the first place it is Children’s Day, 
with the emphasis on children’s. I can- 
not resist the conviction that we give our 
young folks, perhaps I should say our 
little folks, too small a place in the work 
and worship of the church. The Christian 
Endeavor has done much to supply an 
adequate remedy for this evil under the 
sun, but much yet remains to be accom- 
plished. In my own work I have found 
that an open evening every thirteenth 
Sunday night, the last Sunday night in 
each quarter, is a very satisfactory ar- 
rangement. The children supply the pro- 
gramme and the meeting is announced as 
theirs and they are allowed to feel that 
they have a share of responsibility. Many 
of us older fellows can remember when 
the boys and girls were serviceable only 
to fill pews which might otherwise be dis- 
couraging because of their yawning va- 
eancy. But that age is gone, and Chil- 
dren’s Day affords us an opportunity to 
identify the young people with our work. 
We must teach them how to do the work 
that we are doing, and let them experi- 
ence in their hearts the impulses of the 
spirit of God. Our Catholic friends are 
wise in many ways, and we might learn 
of them if we would. They take care of 
the children as Protestant people have 
not learned to do. 

Then the big folks need Children’s Day. 
It is very easy to get out of touch with 
the children. We do not understand their 
needs and we have little part in their 
confidences. Sometimes it is the most 
difficult thing in the world to speak to 
our own children about their relations to 
the Lord, and this first Sunday in June 
will be a happy opportunity for pressing 
home upon their tender consciences the 
claims of the Gospels. Some years ago I 
went into a certain county seat to hold a 
meeting. In the afternoon of my first day 
there an invalid mother sent for me to 
come and see her. When I went into the 
room she began at once to tell me what 
was on her heart. The last meeting there 
had been ten years before, and her son, 
then but a lad, wanted to confess the 
Savior and unite with the church, but 
the mother discouraged him. She said he 
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was too young and did not understand the 
full meaning of the step he was taking. 
Looking up into my face she said, “That 
was ten years ago, and I do not know 
where my boy is to-day. He is a wanderer 
on the face of the earth. I would give 
my life if 1 could have him back again, a 
little boy at my knee, asking for the 
privilege of uniting with the church.” 
The children often know more of the 
heart of the Savior than those who for- 
bid them to come. 

And I might say the church needs Chil- 
dren's Day; the foreign work needs the 
money it will bring; the Lord is delighted 
in the atitude of heart which brings the 
money. Our church will be better and 
stronger and closer in step with the Sa- 
vior when we observe this day according 
to its plan and purpose.

THE VALUE OF CHILDREN’S DAY. 

The interest and zeal and joy manifest- 
ed in the observance of Children’s day is 
an earnest of the _ possibilities of the 
chureh of the future children, who are 
now giving regularly and systematicall: 
their pennies and dimes for heathen mis- 
sions, will, when the care and burdens of 
the church fall upon them, be faithful 
in the support of the Lord’s work at home 
and abroad. Many children get from their 
parents a weekly allowance, in order that 
they may be trained early in life to use 
money properly. If a child, out of his 
own allowance, spends more on self than 
on others, it is a very serious matter, and 
shows a most woeful neglect in teachinz. 
Such neglect lays the foundation of a 
selfish life. When the child grows to 
manhood he will not support the church 
nor engage in any philanthropic work, 
neither will he be likely to show much 
kindness and thoughtfulness for his par- 
ents, who may need his assistance in 
their declining years. 

When children do not give to missions 
they are hardly to blame. It is largely 
the fault of the parents, the Sunday school 
teacher and the pastor. They do not 
need to be urged to give. All that is 
necessary is to present them in a simple 
and intelligent manner the needs of mis- 
sions. Their sympathies are easily en- 
listed in the boys’ and girls’ schools, or- 
phanages, etc., in heathen lands. 

The importance of forming the habit of 
giving in youth cannot be overestimated. 
If it is not formed in them, the probability 
is it never will be. It is well that parents 
allow even the youngest members in their 
family to have some part in the support 
of the church. It is better for parents to 
divide their offerings with their children 
than to give the sum undivided to the 
church. Such a course will have a very 
important bearing in the future on the 
children themselves and on the church. 

The fact of observing a special day and 
making it an occasion is very important. 
The bright recitations and happy songs, 
the bringing of the peanies together and 
the few well-chosen words on the signifi- 
eance of Children’s day leave a lasting 
impression upon the child’s mind. He 
learns that the day is set apart as a cele- 
bration of kindly deeds in which he has 
participated, and which bring joy and 
cheer and love to others who have not 
such good homes nor kind friends as he. 
He is happy in the thought of bringing 
happiness to others.

THE ILLINOIS ANTI - SALOON 

LEAGUE. 

The state of Illinois is a paradise for 
the liquor dealer and manufacturer. There 
are 17,500 saloons in the state, ten thou- 
sand of which are outside of Chicago, 
more distilleries than any other state in 
the union, and breweries without number. 
Illinois pays almost one-fourth of the to- 
tal internal revenue collected in the Unit- 
ed States on the manufacture of liquors. 
In no state in the union are saloonists and 
brewers so bold and dominant. 

The friends of temperance and law en- 
forcement in Illinois who welcome any 
power that offers to fight this awful curse, 
will be glad to hear that a young David 
has arrived in the camp. I refer to the 
Illinois Anti-Saloon League which was 
quietly organized in the state about eigh- 
teen months ago and has been at work 
now about one year. The Anti-Saloon 
League is the organization that has been 
keeping things red hot in Ohio these last 
few years. 

The state headquarters of the Illinois 
League are located at Springfield and al- 
ready local leagues have been organized 
in about three hundred towns and cities 
throughout the state. 

The work so far accomplished has been 
mostly agitation; however, within the last 
few months through the agency of the 
League, three hundred saloons have been 
closed up entirely and the enforcement of 
the Sunday closing law has been secured 
in many places. Here at the capital city 
the saloon element is practically domi- 
nant in municipal affairs and no attempt 
is made by the mayor to enforce the laws 
against the traffic, and the good people 
had practically given up all hope of see- 
ing things any better. The Anti-Saloon 
League has come to us as a veritable God- 
send. Through evidence collected by its 
agency nearly one hundred indictments 
were handed down by the last Grand Jury 
and are now being tried in the County 
Court. Ninety-seven slot machines have 
been driven out of the city. The lives of 
the men who gathered the evidence have 
been threatened, and the court has in- 
structed the witnesses who are testifying 
in the cases now being tried to carry 
weapons for their own bodily protection. 
The Christian portion of the public are 
just beginning to open their eyes to the 
disreputable state of affairs. The fight 
has just begun. The Anti-Saloon League 
has come to stay. It has the right idea: 











the federation of all the moral forces and 
organizations in the community under the 
motto, “Th® Saloon Must Go.” It looks 
first to the churches for financial back- 
ing and moral support, it being essential- 
ly a church movement. The churches of 
Springfield gave $1,000 in one day for the 
work. At Peoria pledges for $1,400 were 
taken. The state superintendent, Rev. C. 
R. Carlos, says that he has not yet found 
a single Christian Church in the towns 
and cities he has visited that has failed 
to co-operate in the work of the League. 
Several of the state officers are from the 
ranks of our church, 8S. S. Jones, our pas- 
tor at Danville, is recording secretary of 
the state organization. B. R. Hierony- 
mus, cashier of the Illinois National bank 
of Springfield, and an elder in our con- 
gregation, is the state treasurer, the writ- 
er is a member of the headquarters com- 
mittee and at least one of our ministers 
is on the list of field workers. 

The state organ, the “Emancipator,” is 
published at Springfield and is dedicated 
to the cause of emancipation from this 
new slavery that knows neither north nor 
south nor east nor west. 

There are now twenty agitators speak- 
ing for the cause in different parts of the 
state. I bespeak for them a hearty wel- 
come from our brethren everywhere. They 
are worthy men, doing God's service.

The Sin of Worry. 
Matt 4: 25-34; I. Peter 5: 5-7. 


There is one elixir of life. It is: never 
worry. Martha was cumbered with the 
serving; Mary chose the better part. Some 
one says it is impossible never to worry. 
So the povr victim of intoxication some- 
times tainks about drinking. Worry be- 
comes a habit, to increase as habits do. 
But habits are just as convenient and just 
as effective implements of profit as of 
loss; they can be made to minister to 
good as well as evil. Try the habit of 
never worry as a cure for worrying. 

After all, is it not a very foolish thing to 
fret life away? Why persist in foolish- 
ness? Does it make the burden lighter or 
the road shorter? No. Then why do it? 
Worry unsettles the mind for the task. 
Then treasure strength instead. Worry 
gets you discouraged before the work is 
begun. Then learn courage by letting the 
day be sufficient unto the task thereof. 

Jesus taught that God clothed the lilies 
and cared for the birds, then asked wheth- 
er men were not more an object of His 
care than these. The lily accepts its por- 
tion and makes the most out of it. Remem- 
ber that—it makes the most out of it. 
The Master did not mean to teach that it 
was indolent or unambitious. It eagerly 
sips the dews and drinks in the sunshine 
and its roots are busy day and night as- 
siduously gleaning the soil’s best nourish- 
ment. Every cell of its being is a store- 
house of its industry. In that sense it 
does toil. It uses its opportunities and is 
satisfied. It does not join the restless, 
greedy crowds that are nevercontent with 
enough. It is not grasping and miserly. 
It glorifies its Creator by a proper use of 
His beneficence in providing it the means 
of livelihood. But it does not worry in 
all its work. 

So Jesus would teach us by the lesson 
of the pure lily. Use opportunity, make 
the most of life. “Let the dead bury 
their dead: come, then, and follow me.” 
The past is gone. Learn its lessons and 
turn them to to-day’s profit, but do not 
fret ‘over it. The morrow is coming; be 
ready by going cheerfully to it. God pro- 
vides all things for the industrious. Ac- 
cidents are one of life’s portions, and no 
one is immune. Ruskin’s philosophy of 
life was, never worry. His life was as full 
of misfortunes as others, yet it was a 
benediction to those who knew him and a 
blessing to the whole world. He might 
have worried it out in some corner of the 
great world, but he would not have 
blessed so much as that little corner. 

What are you living for? Did you ever 
stop to think that this day was a part of 
the great eternal? The now is in the life 
of immortality. If these things be so, the 
horizon of your living is immeasurably 
broadened. The Lord made, the Lord 
rules. Do your part cheerfully, the Lord 
rewards.

Bishop Vincent said recently in a ser- 
mon in which he was accounting for 
the decadence of religious sentiment: 
“Women doubt as much as men do. Let 
me tell you that one of the greatest perils 
of our time is the underlying religious 
doubt that saps religious life. It is 
spreading from the men to the women. 
It causes the mother to be silent in her 
home on the great teachings of religion 
and her family is left without its con- 
solations and encouragements.” The ser- 
mon created a profound sensation, as it 
should have done. It would be too pessi- 
mistic to say that doubt has sapped the 
life of religion. The greatest evil is that 
men do not feel the awful and eternal 
reality of it. We are in the era of ma- 
terialism. Men are living for the good 
things of this world. The silly talk that 
preachers say too much about the future 
life and not enough about this has re- 
sulted in a certain stupidity in religious 
things. If women neglect their homes 
and children for clubs or Chautauquas or 
any other good thing, they are neglecting 
the higher things for the lower. Father 
and mother are the first prophets and 
priests, and if they neglect their duty 
nothing is left for the child but paganism, 
unless happily some Sunday school teach- 
er does the work the parent should do.

She knew if this continued the 
weak Herod would be overcome by the 
greatest of all the prophets, and _ she 
would be cast adrift.

In this unguarded 
moment Herod promised to grant any re- 
quest she might make even to the half 92f 
his kingdom, and confirmed it with an 
oath; a dear price for the sight of a dis- 
graced princess.

There are many people who are 
giving up not only half but all their king- 
dom of heaven for the dance of some 
worthless, disgraceful sin.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 
Lives That Lift.* 

The man who makes the earth more 
prolific and productive of better varieties 
of fruits is a greater benefactor than all 
the politicians who throng a nation’s com- 
missary. 

The most prized horticulturists 
florists are those cultivating the fruits of 
the spirit, and making the flowers of 
Christian excellency to grow in the hearts 
of men. 

But the men highest esteemed on earth 
and in heaven are those who help a fallen 
brother to his feet and give him some 
heartening for future days; that inspire 
an empire with higher ideals of national 
destiny; that help the race up to at least 
a little higher plane of thought and pur- 
pose and life toward God and fellow men. 

Just as the leaven permeates the re- 
motest particle of meal in the measure 
and changes its nature, so will the prin- 
ciples of the kingdom of heaven eventual- 
ly affect each individual of the race. Simi- 
larly does the personality of men affect 
efficaciously or injuriously the character 
of other men. Two men are never brought 
into personal contact but they do to a 
greater or less extent change each other’s 
lives. They either drag one another 
toward the nadir or lift up toward the 
zenith. God forbid any of us should in- 
cline anotber from the throne. 

There are two methods of helping men 
with their burdens. One is to take their 
burden, or part of it, upon our own shoul- 
ders; the other is to increase the man’s 
strength so that his burden becomes rela- 
tively lighter. We are “lifting” in either 
case. The latter method is usually the 
wiser and more helpful. The former af- 
fords only temporary help; the other in- 
creases a man’s inalienable capital and 
makes him richer and stronger through 
all his future days. 

We are really lifting all men upward 
when we help make for them a better en- 
vironment. Therefore every one who helps 
improve the moral standards of his neigh- 
borhood by branding all forms of decep- 
tion as disreputable, by extirpating sa- 
loons and gambling and gossip and re- 
lentless commercialism therefrom, and by 
helping inaugurate the reign of the good, 
the beautiful and the true, is one of the 
world’s great benefactors. 

A life that would lift others up into a 
closer nearness with God must first itself 
stand higher in the scale of life than the 
multitudes. 

When we lift a man up out of any mis- 
fortune whatsoever, we are at the same 
time exalting Jesus in a manner He will 
reward: ‘Inasmuch as ye did it unto the

least of one of these, My brethren, ye did 
it unto Me.” 
Among the lives that have “lifted” think 
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of Russia, William 
Phillips, John 


of Moses, Alexander 
Lloyd Garrison, Wendell 
Brown, Harriet Beecher Stowe, Oliver 
Lovejoy, the emancipators, who lifted 
men up out of slavery. Let us, then, de- 
termine to help free some from bondage 
to sin. 

Washington, Lincoln and other incor- 
ruptible and cross-bearing office-bearers 
lift us up to a higher conception of states- 
manship and inspire us with a sincere de- 
sire to win for ourselves honorable re- 
nown in the world, and show that it may 
be done without departing from the prac- 
tice of Christian principles. Recall Wil- 
lard, Gough, Dow, Murphy, Wooley and 
others seeking to lift fallen thousands up 
out of stupefaction of drunkenness. 

Consider Luther, Wesley and Campbell, 
who lifted men out of apostacies and into 
a truer knowledge of Christianity. All 
these men who have won immortality be- 
low and above the skies by lifting men 
into better conditions of life, physical, so- 
cial, intellectual and moral, are men who 
have wrought diligently with their own 
hands and hearts and minds.

The first essential of growth, then, is a 
knowledge of Christ and His word. The 
Holy Scriptures, of which Christ is the 
central figure, simple and unadulterated, 
are able to make us wise unto salvation, 
contain all things necessary to faith and 
godliness, and are profitable for teaching, 
reproof, correction, discipline in right- 
eousness, that the man of God may be 
complete, furnishedthoroughly unto every 
good work. As light in the darkness of 
ignorance, superstition and sin; as the 
power of God unto salvation to every one 
that as the water of life to sat- 
isfy the thirst of the soul; as the bread 
of heaven to feed the spiritual nature; as 
ihe sword of the spirit to cut away all 
false growths and overcome all resis- 
tance; as the storehouse of all things 
needed in the development of souls along 
the lines of the only perfect life the world 
has ever known, the word of God 
vealed to us. At the windows of the 
Scripture God pours into the the 
radiance of His spirit, and through the 
aoorway of His word he sends the manna 
that nourishes his needy children 

To answer its great purpose, however, 
the word of truth must be rightly divided. 
Distinction must be made between the 
dispensation of Moses and that of Christ; 
the teaching of the prophets and the doc- 
trine of the aposties; the will of God with 
regard to the Jews and the will of God 
with respect to us. The chronicles of the 
Old Testament do not answer the ques- 
tion, “What must I do to be saved?” nor 
does the Apocalypse unfold the organiza- 
tion and office of the church. The Acts of 
the Apostles reveals the character of con- 
version, and the Epistles set forth the 
duties of subjects of the King. 

It must be so administered, also, as to 
give to each his portion in due season. 
There is milk for babes and meat for 
strong men. There is instruction for the 
unbeliever: “Repent and baptized every 
one of you.” There is instruction for the 
believing penitent: ‘Arise, and be bap- 
tized, and wash away your sins.” There 
is instruction for the obedient, penitent 
believer: “Add to your faith virtue, and 
to virtue knowledge, and to knowl- 
edge temperance, to temperance  pa- 
tience, and to patience godliness, and to 
godliness brotherly kindness, and to 
brotherly kindness love.” 2 Pet. 1:5. 
Suitable food there is at the gospel feast 
for all that hunger. 

Furthermore, it must be given pure. 
The Bible, the whole Bible, and nothing 
but the Bible, is the divine pabulum. A 
false, perverted or imperfect growth must 
come from the adulteration of this teach- 
ing with the commandments of men. 
Truth is the very soul of God, and that 
men may be Godlike, they must have 
truth in its purity without any mixture 
of error. “As new-born babes desire the 
unadulterated milk of the word, that ye 
may grow thereby.” 1 Pet. 2:2. 

Here are the fountains of divine wis- 
dom. Most excellent of all God's gifts for 
the edification of His people is the gift of 
His word. Among green pastures and be- 
side still waters the Shepherd leads His

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THE OHIO STATE CONVENTION, 

The first night and the first day of the 
Ohio convention was, as usual, given to 
the C. W. B. M. These good sisters in 
Ohio had a good account to give of them- 
selves for the past year. There are 225 
auxiliaries to the C. W. B. M. in this 
state. $18,470.86 were contributed to th 
cause of our Lord last year by the Ohio 
C. W. B. M. Forty-nine auxiliaries were 
on the roll of honor, which means that 
many auxiliaries had raised at least 6v 
cents per member for state work. There 
are 1,311 copies of the Tidings taken—a 
gain of 206 the past year. Fifty-five life 


memberships were taken the past year. 
Sixteen new auxiliaries were organized 
and eight reorganized. $16,725.41 were 


sent to the National Board. The officers 
were all re-elected for the coming year 
Miss Mary Lyons has done wonders for 
the Ohio C. W. B. M.. In the past eight 
years 5,000 members have been added ia 
this state. In 1892 the offerings were $4, 


267.77, while this year they were $18,- 
470.86. This is surely a commendable 


growth It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that $5,000 of this was a gift from 
Brother Lathrop Cooley. This report and 
this contrast shows the wisdom of keep- 
ing an organizer in the field all the tim 
to organize and strengthen the work. The 
addresses worthy of special note in this 
part of the convention were made by Mrs. 
Jessie Brown Pounds, G. L. Wharton and 
William M. Forrest. But there are fields 
yet to be possessed by the Buckeye wo- 
men. Two hundred and twenty-four 
churches are yet without an auxiliary to 
the C. W. B. M.. There are also thousands 
not yet enlisted in the churches where 
there is an organizaztion. Granting that 
half the Ohio disciples are women the: 
ought to have offered $63,000 unto the 
Lord last year instead of $18,470. Ther 
is much land yet to be possessed. 

The program of the O. C. M. S. proper, 
is too long to give in detail. Ohio dis- 
ciples raised $13,734.43 last year for work 
in the state. Only three new churches 
were organized, but several missions were 
put on a permanent basis. It was a pros- 
perous year. Ohio raised for all mission 
work last year $78,602.29 or $62,122.41 for 
work outside the state. This was about 
$1.12 per capita. No work in Ohio is 
more promising than the German work in 
Cleveland. One church of 90 members has 
been organized and two Sunday schools 
with about 500 scholars are running 
There are many open doors in Ohio. We 
ought to have $50,000 per year for work 
in this state. We now have 539 churches 
with 72,000 members. The Bible studies 
of W. J. Lhamon of Allegheny were fine. 
They attracted a deep interest. F. D 
Power gave two characteristic addresses. 
Prof. C. L. Loos spoke on the educational 
part of the program. The attendance was 
the largest for years—about 500 outside of 
Mansfield. The fellowship of the conven- 
tion was delightful. B. L. Smith was an 
ideal chairman. In fact all things worked 
together for good. C. W. Huffer of To- 


ledo will preside next year. S. H. Bart- 
lett is corresponaing secretary; I. J. Ca- 
hill, secretary of education; W. A. Harp, 


of Sunday school work; and C. A. Freer, 
of C. E. work. The next convention will 
go to Akron. 1902 will mark the 50th an- 
niversary of the O. C. M. S. It will be 
made a jubilee year. The convention will 
go to Columbus and $25,000 will be the 
watchword. In the meantime let us raise 
$15,000 this year

three of our preachers in Cincinnati 
preached on “The Creed That Needs No 
Revision.”” The same day two other Ohio 
preachers were known to preach on the 
same theme, while on the following Sun- 
day two Columbus preachers announced 
the same subject. Why not? Was there 
ever a more favorable time? As the poli- 
tician would say, “things are coming our 
way.” Old Father Time is the greatest 
iconoclast. Eventually he will smash the 
creeds and confessions of faith. We need 
patience and perseverence as well. 

E. S. Demiller and family of Columbus 
have been tried as by fire. In ten months 
they have been called to the deathbed of 
six loved ones. The last is Mrs. D.’s 
father. Her mother died only a few 
weeks before. May God bless them! 

Allen Wilson held a great meeting at 
Bellefontaine. One hundred and forty- 
eight were added. They will now employ 
a pastor for all time. It pays to put 
good strong man in our missions. This 
is another demonstration of it. Bellefon- 
taine now has about 300 members and a 
good modern house, and ought to succeed 
well with a good man at the helm. 

J. W. Kerns of Akron has gone to Steu- 
benville. This leaves the Third Church 
at Akron without a preacher.

warm blast of summer has at last 
struck our city. Our churches, however, 
have not felt the reaction that 
comes with the warm months. Audiences 
are still reported as good, various lines of 
work are still pushed vigorously, a grati- 
fying list of additions to the various con- 
gregations and a decided boom in the 
Sunday schools all point to a healthy con- 
dition. The Sunday school in Brother 
Miller’s church in Covington, the school 
of «ie Central and at Fergus street are 
perhaps the largest at present. Each of 
these schools has made a systematic and 
thorough house-to-house canvass of their 
respective districts. In our own territory 
eight canvassers made visits during one 
forenoon and secured the promises of fifty 
new scholars, none of them attending any 
Sunday school before.

Mountjoy preached here in 1880 in 
the court house, and perhaps that ac- 
counts for the fact that in the present roll 
there are three lawyers, a judge and a 
notary. 

We had the pleasure of meeting Bro.

R. E. Dunlap preached here three 
weeks ago. He is now State Evangelist 
of Montana. He labored here from 1887- 
1891. . 

Will meet Bro, Jordan, now pastor at 
Helena, next week. We are to exchange 
pulpits Sunday next. He labored here 
from 1895-1899. 

I want to tell you a secret. I think Deer 
Lodge Church is the easiest running 
church I have ever visited. A board meet- 
ing every month. And not a kicker on 
the board, but all God-fearing men, who 
want to see God’s will done and help to 
do it. 

We are to have twenty-five copies of 
The Century at work here after this week, 
thank the Lord, and Ed.

That congregation has unex- 
celled opportunities and having a splen- 
did body of men for its leaders it is to 
become one of the greatest churches in 
one of the greatest cities. 

Fabulous fortunes have been made ia 
mining in this state. I met a man but 
yesterday who was a day laborer twelve 
years ago, and is now known to be worth 
more than twelve millions. After study- 
ing the matter for a short time I decided 
it would be a wise thing to follow his ex- 
ample. I went down to the office of a 
member of our building committee, who 
is engaged in very extensive mining op- 
erations to learn the details of such oper- 
ations so that I might make twelve mil- 
lions in twelve years. He informed me 
that one of the details connected with 
the opening of one of his new mines was a 
tunnel eight thousand feet in length which 
was costing $35 per foot. I have post- 
poned my mining operations until a later 
date for at that rate I could only open 
a tunnel about seven feet in length. 

Already people are beginning to come 
from the East for their summer vacation 
in the mountains. All of our churches in 
Denver will keep open house all summer.

very well indeed. He never fails. We be- 
lieve that Missouri-—-I mean our people 
will spend more money for church build- 
ing this year than for a good many 
years past. Especially is this true in the 
south and west. There is a tremendous 
immigration into that part of the state 
and a consequent activity in church circles 
that is very gratifying. 

The discovery of the wonderfully rich 
mineral deposits in all the southwest 
quarter of the state is calling the atten- 
tion of investors from every part of the 
country. The most intense excitement 
prevails. Deposits of mineral] richer than 
the Klondike are being found on land 
hitherto considered so valueless that it 
was still in the government's possession. 
Six months ago the United States owned 
thousands of acres in southwest Missouri; 
now it is all or nearly all gone; some, of 
course, into the hands of speculators. The 
capitalist has secured the lion’s share and 
bona fide settlers have gotten the rest.
